DETAILED ACTION 

This is a Notice of Allowance for Application no. 10/663,413 in response to the 
RCE filed on February 12, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, and 10-15 are allowed. 

After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1 - 
6 and 10-15 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a method and apparatus 
as required by the independent claims 1, 2, 10, 11, 13, and 14. 

The closest prior art (US Patent 6,462,788 to Tan et al.) discloses a method and 
apparatus for removing MPEG-2 chroma upconversion artifacts. However, Tan fails to 
particularly teach or suggest "wherein said frequency detection values are obtained by 
performing a partial DFT on chroma data and using the transformed chroma data in the 
frequency domain" as required by claims 1, 10 and 13. Tan further fails to teaches the 
first, second, third and fourth sum of absolute values and performing a difference 
operation of the values in order to determine an artifact in present, as required by claims 
2, 11 and 14.
